Unless some unforeseen complica­ 
tions develop, the quarantine whieh 
has been operative sinee the dyph- 
theria epidemic 
broke out 
will be 
raised Sunday, thus permitting the

school by the churches of the city as 
usual. 
On Monday, if this program 
is followed out, and there is every 
reason to believe it will, the schools 
will reopen. 
The situation 
in regard 
to the 
diphtheria is unch.fhged in-so-far as 
any new eases are concerned. 
N-o 
cases were reported today and those 
who are ill are reported to he getting 
along as well as could be expected. 


'Dr. E. I. Wooden, secretary of the 
health board, stated today that the 
board had decided to ¿permit children 
to attend church services 
Sunday 
and that in effect this would mark 
the lifting of the quarantine. 
He 
pointed out that with the schools op­ 
ening Monday, the’ board could see 
no good reason for not lifting the 
quarantine one day earlier and thus 
permit the churches to hold services. 
Of course, there is a possibility of 
a fresh outbreak of the disease and 
should 
this 
come 
Sunday 
the 
schools will again be ordered closed 
at 
the last 
minute. 
The 
health 
board, however, believes the 
is past and that the crest 
epidemic has passed. 


There is every reason to believe 
that additional cases will develop, 
but it is hoped to confine these to 
families already 
under quarantine 
and in this manner prevent a gen­ 
eral spread, which was threatened, 
when the 
schools 
were 
ordered 
closed. 
The two Stacker children, the Iat- 
•est victims, who for a time were in 
a critical condition, are recovering 
rapidly and no more fatalities are 
expected.

“Cooks and calories rarely have 
more than a passing acquaintance. 
The fact th at the calorie is a simple 
measure to be applied to food values 
ju st as pounds and ounces are used 
in m easuring potatoes, and feet and 
inches in determining 
length, is not 
generally understood, is one reason 
isjfo r this condition. A reason for this 
ignorance is perhaps a dislike 
of 
i teachers o f nutrition and cookbook 
authors to 
burden the cook 
with 
j technical terms, and yet if we do 
•not know what a calorie is we have 
’no starting pbint from which to fig- 
j ure proper feeding. 
Many excellent 
I cooks and competent housewives still 
prepare meals and feed their fam ili­ 
es after a plan which long years of 
experience has taught them works 
sucessfully. (It is that most families 
are successfully fed even by such hit 
and miss methods. 
It is certain that 
with a food crisis almost upon us we 
m ust study the principles of proper 
nutrition and apply them in the pre- 
¡paration^of our meals. If we do not 
do this we shall be w aster. 
Now is 
the time for the cook and the calorie 
to get acquainted. 


“For a full definition of what the 
calorie is, go to the 
encyclopedia. 
For our

gnorance is perhaps a dislike of 
teachers of nutrition and cookbook 
authors to 
'burden the cook 
with 


technical terms, and yet if we do 
not know what a calorie is we have 
'no starting p'oint from which to fig- 
jure proper feeding.

I cooks and competent housewives still 
prepare meals and feed their famili- 
es after a plan-which long years of 
experience has taught them works 
sucessfully. 
(It is th'at most families 


are successfully fed even by such hit 
and miss methods. It is certain that 
with a food crisis almost upon us we 
must 'study the' principles of proper 
nutrition an'd apply them in the pre- 
paration/of our meals. If we do not 
do this we shall be waster. Now'is 
the time for the cook and the calorie 
to get acquainted.
